President Wilson in Message

Before Congress Today,

Enunciates New Doctrine

for People of Contmell

Washington, Dec. 7.—"The Amer-
lcas for Amerlcans,"”

This is the new doctrine for the
United States, for all the Americss
and for the world, enunciated today
by President Wilson,

“‘National adequacy and security,
wore the keyuoles of his opening
mossage to congroess, read by him at
& Joint session of the senate and
house.

Ploa for Pan-Americanisim

Pan-Americaniam, a partnership of
the Americas agalost European ag-
gresslon, In common causes of {nde-
pendence, politica) liberty, economic
adjustments and developments of the
world war, Is the president’'s concep-
tion of the modern development of
the Monroe dootrine,

Upon this broad foundation the pre-
sldent based his pleas for prepared-
noss, a preparedneas applylng not on-
ly to the army and navy but to all
pational funotions, Industrial, com-
mercial, of transportation,~—in a
word, natignal adequacy, L

Marsballing of the natlon's re-
wources, not for war bul to ensure
peace, In a unlon of the Amerieas Lo
maintaln, secure from European in-
torference, American Ideas and
fdeals, was the parnmonnt thought
pounded home by the president.

Address Long One

The addross, of about 9,000 words,
was the longest ever made to con-
greas by the president, Beathing,
seorching denunciation of hyphenated
Americans “who preach and practice
disloyalty," was a feature,

Plan for Proparcdness

In dedication of the new era of
pan-Americanism and its bearing up-
on neocessity for United States ‘'self-
sufolency and security,” the presi-
dent graphleally plotures the present
and future effecta of the war,

The president then outlined his
plea for natlonal defense,

“(ront democracles are not belll-
gerent,” he sald, "They do not seek
or degire war, We Imsist upon ne-
ourity in prosecuting ounr mself-chosen
lines of natlonal development.

“We do more than that, We de-
mand it also for othors, We have
get Amorlen nside as a whole for the
uses of the independent natlons,

“"Weo regard war morely ns 6 means
of asserting the rights of a people
agninst aggressian, Wo will not
malintain 4 standing army except for
uses which aro as necessnry in times
of peace a8 |n times of war, But we
do belleve In a body of free cltizens
roady and suficlent to take care of
themselves and of the governments
which they have set up to serve them,

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Washington, Dec, 7.—Golng far
beyond any utterances he has made
thus far concerning hyphenated
Amerlcans, President Wilson today
sizzlingly denounced them In his mes-
sage Lo congress,

‘ “"Croatures of passion, disloyalty
and anarchy,” fe branded them.

Heo counselled laws to deal with
thelr machinations, Thelr activities,
their speech, ko sald, had poured the
“‘polson of disloyalty Into the very
artorles of our mational lfe."

They have intruded into the secret
places of the government; they have
]conuulutod. in this time of world
peril, the “gravest threat against our
national peace and safety,” he sald.
| Thelr purposes have been “vindio-
tive”; they have sought to “bring the
|uuthorlty and good name of our gov-
ernment {nto contempt,” and ‘‘to de-
stroy our Industries wherever they
thought it effectivé for their vindio-
tive purposes to strike at them.

The number of these hyphenated
Amerieans who have dealt thus
harshly with America, the president
sald, 18 “not great as compared with
the whole number of those sturdy
howts by which our nation has been
enriched In recent generations out of
virlle forelgn stocks."
| But, he added significantly, thelr
number {8 sufficlent “to have made It
neceasary that we should promptly
make use of procésses of law by
which we may be purged of thelr
corrupt distempers.”

In urging the congress to enact
laws to deal with these persons, the
proajdent declared this necemsacy. for
no less reagon than to save the honor
and self-respect of the natlon,

“Infinitely malignant,” he termed
them, adding that they have formed
plots to destroy property; they have
conapired agalnst the neutrality of
this government; they have tried to
pry Into confidential government mat-
tera to serve Interosts alien to those
of the Unlted States."

The president's remarks created a
profound stir.

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DR, TRUAK ELECTED MAYOR
BY A MAJORITY OF 202

Heavy Vote Cast in Municipal Election Monday, Success-
ful Candidate for Chief Office Winning by Wide Margin,
While the Water Bonding Proposition Musters but 61
Ballots in lts Favor Out of a Total of 1300

Dr. J, P. Truax was blected mayor
of Grants Pass at Monday's munls
¢ipal election by the heaviest major-
ity recorded for a candidate for that
ofMce In recent years, Of a total vote
cast for mayor of 1,292, Truax re-
ceived 747, a clear majority of 202,

Practically the entire registered
vote was out, and In each of the four
wards a number of voters who had
falled to register voted through the
“Blank A" route, swearing Iin thelr
ballots. The women took a lively in-
terest in the election, and cast half
of the ballots, Bach candidate for
mayor carried two wards, Dr. Truax
winning in the first and second by &
two to one vote, while Caldwell was
winner in the third and fourth, Cald-
well's total vote In the city was 31
less than the vote cast for him for
the same office a year ago, when he
was defeated by a plurality of 38
by Mayor McKinstry. Last year 87
votes were deflected from the leaders
through the candidacy of Herbert
Smith, who recelved that number.
The vote upon members of the

council was falrly closc, Demaray,
who was re-elected In the second
ward, having only five to the good
over F. G, Isham, Paddock, In the
first ward, defeated Edgerton by a
majority of 16, Both Councllman
Davis of the third ward and Counell-
man Trimble of the fourth ward, who
sought re-election, were defeated,
Wm. Bunch winning ovar Davis with
23 votey to spare, while Trimble lost
to Otto J. Knlps by 20 voles.

City Treasurer George P. Jester
was unopposed for re-election, and
was given practieally the entire vote
of the city.

Aslde from the mayoralty contest

‘the proposal to “hond the city for
$120,000 for the purchase of the
water system was of greatest interest;
though sentiment was pretly strong-
ly opposed to the bond'ng. Of dhe
total vote cast, omly 61 were In
favor of the bond lissue.

WILSON AND SEE HI5 FUTURE WIFE

Washington, Dee¢, 7.—President
Woodrow Wllson today made his
tenth appearance before a joint ses-
slon of the house and senate.

The lure of seeing him and of get-
ting a glimpse of his Anncee in the
presidential gallery; the desire to
hear his views urged on one of the
most momentous congresses in the
natlon’s history, drew great crowds,

From early morning on they came.
Hundreds were. turned aside in dis-
appointment, however, for only 566
admissions were issued, and all of
them -were used. §

The diplomatic and execntive gal-
lorios were filled, Beats reserved for
fortunate tloket holders among the
general public were filled long befoye
the president entered the hall of the
lower house,

Barly Comers Bring Lunches

Some of the early comers brought
thelr lunches, prepared to camp out
all day; doorkeepers shattered thelir
plans, however, refusing them admit-
lance untll they had lald aside or
eaten the lunches. The usual group
of old Indies, with thelr knitting,
too, were on hand,

Bafore the president's arrival the
floor and gallery bumged with con-
voraation.

When the president, escorted by
delegates from the,senate and house,
onbared the chamber, & mighty roar
of applause burst fotth, and then the
dssemblage suddenly hushed,

His prayer was that congress might
recelve the president's message and
“aet clamly, discreetly, and wisely
and thus serve the people's inter-
eats."

Mrs. Galt In Evidence

For those to whom the opening
metsage of the G4th congress meant
only a spectacle, the center of attrac-
tlon was Mprs, Norman Galt, the pre-
sident's filancee. Smiling, handsome,
dressed In a dark blue broadeloth
guit adorned with a bouquet of rare
orohids, and wearing a dark hat, she
made her way into the executive bal-
cony shortly after noon. With her
wore Miss Margaret Wilson, Mise
Helen Woodrow Bones, Mra. McAdoo
and Mre, Bolling.

As the president dellvered his
scathing denunclation of hyphenated
Americans, the diplomatic galleries
listened Intently. No Teutonle diplo-
matie representative was present. But
the ambassadors of Great Britain,
Japan, Russia and Argentine were on
hand, with the minfsters of Persia,
Panama, Salvador and Sweden, minor
attaches and women mumbers of the
corps, Some of them were glad to
find places In the alsles.

Surrounded by secret service men
and pollce, the president reached the
caplitol at 12:20, OCapltol guards and
oity polloe kept the crowds away
from hid car, and cleared a path to
A private elavator.

HLLEGED BOMB
PLOTTERS HINT
T FRANE-UP

{ By United Press Leased Wire.)

San Franclsco, Dec. T7.—The gov-
ernment’s accusations agalnst Baron
George Wilhelm von Brincken and
Q. O, Crowley, alleged anti-ally bhomb
plotters, may be termed a “frame-up”
when the case comes to trial.

Counsel for the defense indicated
as much today when It suggested
Louis J. Smith, alleged fellow work-
er with Crowley, 1s in reality a Brit-
ish apy, turning Informer to make a
case against the baron and Crowley.

Meantime there is some question
a8 to what part Consul Bopp and
Viee-Consul von Schack of the Ger-
man consulate will play before the
government is done with {ts probe.
Hints of arrest have been current.

Bopp 18 frankly disgusted with the
whole affalr. His withdrawal from
service, he intimated today, would
comé a8 a welcome rellef from
charges and Innuendoes against him
and his stafft; His drrest, he suggost-
ed, would not trouble him vastly, But
his' attorney hinted Gerinany would
bave Something to say In elther
event. The attorney clafms the con-
ngation of Crowley with the con-
sulate has all along been an open
book to the United States district at-
torney, that the latter was taken
frankly Into ‘the consulate's confl
dence when a probe was under way
as to Britiah recrufting activities in
that elty,

Tomorrow Indloctments from the
grand Jury are expected. The gov-
ernment is manifestly disappointed
because an alleged helper of Smith
has disappeared and there seems no
way of getting him back here. This
man, it was said, was to be an Im-
portant ‘witness to holster up the
astory Smith has rvelated concerning
operations of Crowley and von
Brincken.

Germany has Intim-
ateéd she wants the United States
seek such guarantees from
she hints, however, that she will re-
fuse to make a fat request for such
action, thereby leaving the mat
strictly up to this government.

‘The administration, however, may
not feel that it desires lo risk a ré-
tusal from England on a request for
safe conduct.

Certatnly nothing in International
law requires this government to guar-
antee the men's safe jourpey homse.
Moreover, there iz nothing either in
diplomatic etiquette or international
law wheraeby the government would
be compelled to give reasons for a
request for withdrawing reépresenta~
tives of a forelgm power. In fact,
It 18 held here that Germany prac-
tically transgresses rules of diploma-
tie etlquetts when she asks reasons,
Hitherto it has been customary for
a nstion to accede gracefully and im-
mediately to a withdrawal request.

Menntime, Ambassador von Bera-
storff is angry over the situation, so-
cording to those in touch with' him.
